L Claims 1-6, drawn to a method and apparatus, classified in class 72, subclass 352. 

n. Claims7 and 8, drawn to a lead frame, classified in class 257, subclass 676. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because: 

Inventions I and II are related as process of making and product made. The inventions 
are distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) that the process as claimed can be 
used to make other and materially different product or (2) that the product as claimed can be 
made by another and materially different process (MPEP § 806.05(f)). In the instant case, the 
product can be made without recourse to the claimed process. For example, the lead frame can 
be fabricating using a rolling process that produces the slanted areas on the lead frame. 

Inventions I and II are related as apparatus and product made. The inventions in this 
relationship are distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) that the apparatus as 
claimed is not an obvious apparatus for making the product and the apparatus can be used for 
making a different product or (2) that the product as claimed can be made by another and 
materially different apparatus (MPEP § 806.05(g)). In this case, the claimed lead frame can be 
manufactured without recourse to the claimed apparatus. For example, the lead frame can be 
manufactured by opposed rollers having cooperating surfaces that produce the squashed part as 
the lead frame is fed through the gap of the cooperating rollers. 
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Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and the search required 



proper.
